They respond to it and 
the interests of their constituents, and natu 
rally you see the highest kind of duties put 
manufactured articles—hosiery, cotton 
goods, cutlery, ete., with a 
small duty on cotton, lumber, coal, iron ore 
and wood pulp.

Why should there not be a 
reasonable duty on every product of the 
South as well as every product of New Eng 
land?

Kither of these propositions would be 
essentially fair. The reverse of either 
would be unfair and a menace of the 


healthy development of the country. 
With the pressing demand for revenue 
to meet the expenses of the country 


the first proposition is manifestly im- 
practical unless the basis for internal 
revenue is to be expanded enormously. 
Without new means for raising revenue 
there must be a tariff both on “raw 
materials” and “finished products.” 
Those means should be demanded, so as 
to put into practice the first proposition, 
if sectional discrimination is to be at- 
tempted. But in justice it remains for 
the second to be put into effect so wisely 
and with such a broad comprehension 
of the needs of all parts of the country 
as that all agricultural, manufacturing 
mining and lumbering industries may 
be encouraged and, at the same time, 
adequate revenues and a fair basis for 
commerce with other parts of the world 
may be assured. 

Senator Elkins has sketched clearly 
the proper plan of action to that end.

Of similar import is the statement by 
the Galveston (Texas) Tribune: 

Cities should advertise for the very same 
reason that the enterprising merchant does 
because it pays. 

In advertising, cities should do as en- 
terprising and successful merchants do, 
advertise at the right time in the right 
place and in the right way. The right 
time for advertising is always as long 
as any necessity for advertising exists. 
For a city that desires and intends to 
continue to grow the necessity to adver- 
tise will never be non-existent ; no busi- 
ness can be so well established that it 





eannot be bettered by advertising itself. 

The right place to advertise is the 
place where offerings of a city to capi- 
tal or to labor will attract the attention 
of capital and labor. Publicity at home 
about the things of material interest 
being done is of value in keeping the 
home folks spurred up to the limit. But 
that kind of publicity should not be per- 
mitted to take the place of the wider 
publicity calculated to attract the at- 
tention of outsiders to the city’s doings.

I have just visited Hastings, a small 
town 17 miles south of St. Augustine, 
Fla., on the Florida East Coast Railway. 
The country is almost as level as a floor, 
and until drained was too wet for any 
purpose. The soil is fertile, consisting of 
a black sandy loam, underlaid with hard 
pan. The sand and loam make an ideal 
soil for cultivation, and no damage results 
from working immediately after rain or 
irrigation. A great industry has devel- 
oped at this point in the raising of Irish

Perhaps the most extensive 
grower in that region became tired of rais- 
ing four-cent cotton in Georgia; in fact, 
he came to the point where he had to go 
at something else about 13 years ago, and 
He now 
owns some extra fine land, and from the 
best information received I think has an 
income considerably larger than a Senator 
of the United States. And this great pros- 
perity has not spoiled him, either. The 
area around Hastings suitable for potato 
culture is limited to 5000 or 6000 acres.

West Virginia Gas. 

A dispatch from Cincinnati states that 
the last gap in the natural gas pipe line of 
the Cincinnati Gas Transportation Co. has 
been closed, and there now exists an un- 
broken line of pipe from Cincinnati to the 
West Virginia gas fields, a distance of 160 
miles. From the compressor station at 
the gas fields to the reducing station back 
of Covington the pipe is 20 inches in diam- 
eter, and is capable of carrying 60,000,000 
cubic feet of gas per day. Workmen are 
now laying the pipe under the Licking 
River. This company is controlled by the 
Columbia Gas & Electric Co., Cincinnati, 
mentioned by the MANUFACTURERS’ REc- 
oRrD last week as to expend $4,000,000 for 
additional gas pipe lines in West Virginia 
and the construction of a new line to 
Cleveland, Ohio. 
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THE PANAMA CANAL.

For many years I have been deeply in- 
terested in the problem of a ship canal 
across ‘the Isthmus, and have followed the 
various efforts made to accomplish the 
undertaking. When the second French 
attempt failed there was a period when 
there seemed little hope of a. renewal of 
effort in the néar future. Then followed 
the organization of the “Maritime Canal 
Company” and the actual commencement 
of work at Nicaragua. The distance 
across the Isthmus by this route was four 
times as great as at Panama, but it in- 
cluded the utilization of Lake Nicaragua, 
a natural body of fresh water of 3000 
square miles in extent lying between the 
oceans, which offered over 100 miles of 
waterway without the labor and expense 
of excavating a channel. The plan of the 
engineers was to construct approaches 
from each end at sea level, and reach the 
lake by a system of locks. This is exactly 
what is being done now at Panama, the 
difference being that Lake Gatun will be 
an artificial body of water of 165 square 
miles in extent, formed by the construc- 
tion of an immense dam across the chan- 
nel of the Chagres River, about four miles 
from Limon Bay, and about seven from 
Colon harbor, on the Atlantic side. 

The Nicaragua project, however, which 
was a private enterprise, failed to com- 
mand the necessary financial support, and 
after the expenditure of several millions 
of dollars work was stopped and the com- 
pany went into liquidation. But at last 
the United States Government took the 
matter in hand for a treaty with the 
United States of Colombia for a right of 
way across the Isthmus at Panama. The 
United States of Colombia was a union 
formed between the two Republics of Co- 
lombia and Panama. It had proved a 
very disastrous confederation for the 
Panamanian people, as Colombia was 
much the more powerful of the two, and 
Panama ceased to be, except in name, any- 
thing but a dependency of Colombia. 
Great bitterness of feeling naturally ex- 
isted, and a revolution was talked of, but 
there seemed to be little prospect of its 
being successful. When the canal treaty 
was brought up in the Colombia Congress 
for action Panamanian members were, of 
course, in favor of its ratification, but the 
Colombians thought they saw their oppor- 
tunity to secure a larger sum for the pro- 
posed right of way; in fact, they thought 
they had Uncle Sam where they wanted 
him, and could make their own terms. 
They therefore, being in the majority, re- 
jected the treaty. The Panamanians had 
foreseen and feared this action, and it 
was the last straw. They arose in revo- 
lution, declared the union with Colombia 
dissolved and resumed their independent 
sovereignty. The United States Govern- 
ment promptly recognized the new Panama 
Republic, as did the principal European 
governments. A new treaty was nego- 
tiated and ratified by the United States 
and Panama, giving the United States su- 
preme and permanent control over a strip 
of land nine miles wide extending across 
the Isthmus along the line of the proposed 
canal. The French Canal Company still 
owned its right of way, and a large amount 
of material and many buildings along the 
canal line. These were offered to the 
United States for $110,000,000, but were 
afterwards bought for $40,000,000 after a 
commission appointed by our Government 
had thoroughly examined and appraised 
the property. 

The passing of the title of the French 
Company to the United States removed 
the last obstacle to the recommencement 





of work on the great waterway, which 
when completed will be by far the greatest 
engineering feat ever accomplished by 
man. 

The first step was the sanitation of the 
cana! zone and the cities of Colon and 
Panama at its two ends, so that the regicn 
might be a fit habitation for human beings 
instead of the graveyard it had been for 
many thousands during the French occu- 
pancy. This has been done so thoroughly 
that the mosquito has been banished, yel- 
low fever no longer exists, the last case 
having occurred in May, 1905, and the 
towns of Panama and Colon have been 
converted from pest-breeding mudholes 
into clean, well-paved and sewered cities, 
with plentiful water supply and all mod- 
ern sanitary appliances. The death rate 
in the canal zone is lower than in almost 
any portion of the United States. 

While the sanitation was in progress 
the working force was being organized, 
and was gradually increased until now it 
aggregates 40,000 men, and is making mar- 
velous progress. Through the courtesy of 
the Isthmian Commission in Washington 
I have been able to follow the course of 
events by reading the reports of Colonel 
Goethals and his subordinates, but it was 
not until within the past few weeks that 
the opportunity was afforded me of per- 
sonally inspecting what has been, is being 
and is to be done before the first ship 
steams through the finished canal. On 
January 26 I sailed from New York for 
Colon. On board was quite a number of 
employes of the Canal Commission return- 
ing from furlough. They represented 
various departments of the work, and gave 
much valuable information, enabling me 
to utilize my time to the best advantage 
in visiting the centers of greatest interest. 
It was especially gratifying to note the 
esprit du corps which pervaded the com- 
pany. There was not one who did not 
express absolute confidence in the success 
of the canal. On arriving at Colon I first 
made several trips across the Isthmus 
(about 50 miles) to see all that was in 
sight from a car window, and to famil- 
iarize myself with the location of the 
points where the greatest amount of work 
is in progress. Then, with Panama as 
headquarters, I made excursions by train 
and on foot to La Boca, where the great 
dredges are at work straightening and 
deepening the sea-level channel; to Mina 
Flores and Pedro Miguel, where the Pa- 
cific locks are to be located, and to the 
great “Culebra Cut.” This gigantic chan- 
nel, nine miles long, severs the backbone 
of the Isthmus. At the bottom the exca- 
vation will be 360 feet below the crest of 
the highest hill, where so many years ago 
De Lesseps’ men commenced the work. 
Now the cut is alive with steam shovels, 
earth trains, rock drills and workmen. 
When standing in the present bottom of 
the cut (which must still go 80 to 100 
feet deeper) and looking at the summit 
of the hills 250 feet above, it seems as 
though a century would not be time enough 
for the completion of the work; but when 
we see the immense trainloads of earth 
and rocks constantly moving in an endless 
chain over a dozen tracks, and watch the 
steam shovels loading the long trains as 
they return in procession from the dump- 
ing grounds, all misgiving vanishes and 
we readily accept the statement that at 
the present rate of progress the excavation 
of the Culebra Cut will be completed in 
two years, affording a water channel 300 
feet wide and 45 deep. It will be supplied 
with water by the Gatun Lake, formed by 
impounding the waters of the Chagres 








River and other smaller streams flowing 
from the surrounding hills toward the 
The Gatun dam, that 
will stop the present outlet to the sea of

these waters, will be by far the greatest 
structure of its kind ever made. 
be an earth embankment, with rock faces, 
which will stretch across the Chagres 
Valley to the hills on each side. It will 
be a mile and a half long, about 135 feet 
high and half a mile wide at its base, and 
500 feet wide at the water level. 

The engineers knew before commencing 
the work that there was a deep layer of 
silt in the channel of the Chagres overly- 
ing the solid foundation which must sup- 
port the weight of the dam. They decided 
that the most economical way to get this 
silt out of the way was to build the outer 
faces or “toes” of the dam across the val- 
ley, leaving a space between them for the 
core which will be deposited by the hy- 
draulic process when the toes are com- 
pleted. As was anticipated, when a suffi- 
cient weight of earth and rock was piled 
on the silt it gradually forced its way 
down to the solid sub-stratum, the silt 
This 
saved an immense amount of preliminary

was to strip the silt from the central space 
between the outer faces so that the im- 
permeable core should also rest on the 
firm substratum. This work is well under 
way, and it is expected that it will not 
require more than four years to complete 
the dam. The most exhaustive examina- 
tions and tests of the foundations for 
locks and dams show that there is ample 
strength everywhere in the underlying 
strata upon which the foundations will 
rest. Reservoirs holding many millions 
of gallons of water have been constructed 
at various points along the route to sup- 
ply the towns, villages and Government 
works. They have been made by damming 
passing precisely the 
same geological 
Gatun, and there has never been the 
slightest trouble from the percolation of 
the water through the surrounding hills.

Nothing short of personal inspection 
can give an adequate idea of the scene of 
activity displayed in the various cuts. 
The constant rattle of the hoisting chains 
of the steam shovels, the quick, sharp ham- 
mer of the compressed-air rock drills, the 
signal whistles of the dozen locomotives 
in sight handling the loaded or empty 
trains or the short warning blasts telling 
the workmen to get quickly to cover, and 
the immediately following boom of a dyna- 
mite blast which has broken up hundreds 
of tons of solid rock in the bottom of the 
cut or thrown down the side of a hill 
where the channel is being widened—all 
these processes are going on day after day 
and month after month. The amount of 
explosive used in a single bast varies from 
a few pounds to 20 tons. Dynamite is 
employed almost exclusively, 2350 tons 
having been exploded in the Culebra Cut 
alone during the year 1908. While this 
work is going on in the cut, the lock sites 
are being excavated and the immense ce- 
ment plants are being prepared for the 
building of 12 locks, each 1000 feet long, 
110 feet wide and 45 feet deep. The locks 
are to be in pairs, placed side by side, so 
that ships may pass in opposite directions 
at the same time. Each lock has a lift of 
28 feet 4 inches, so that three are required 
in each flight in order to raise or lower a 
vessel 85 feet, which is the difference of 
level between the ocean and Lake Gatun. 
Through the length of the lake the largest 
ships can go at full speed under their own 
steam, and even in the Culebra Cut the 
channel will be nowhere less than 300 feet 
wide and 45 feet deep, so that it will be 
practicable for two of the largest vessels

To show how the demands of 
this commerce have increased, it is inter- 
esting to note that De Lesseps first pro- 
posed a sea-level canal 100 feet wide and 
28 feet deep, but afterwards dropped to 
one with locks and only 15 feet deep. 
When the United States commenced work 
the minimum width was fixed at 200 and 
the depth at 40 feet, but as the work pro- 
gressed it was very wisely decided to in- 
crease the width to 300 feet and the depth 
to 45 feet. 

In crossing the Isthmus by the railroad, 
which in most places follows closely the 
line of the canal, it was interesting to 
know that one was passing at times over 
solid ground, with no water in sight, that 
will be submerged to a depth of 70 feet

On the rear car is placed a V-shaped 
scraper, with its point forward, one side 
resting against the vertical car side, the 
other arm shaped like a snow plow and 
running diagonally across the car floor. 
This scraper is operated by a heavy cable 
attached to its front and passing forward 
to the “unloader” placed just behind the 
locomotive. It consists of a car on which 
is mounted a powerful engine and a wind- 
ing drum, to which the front end of the 
eable is attached. When the dumping- 
ground is reached the locomotive stops, 
the unloader is started, and in five min- 
utes the scraper has been drawn the whole 
length of the train and the load, whether 
of earth or rock, is pushed off and the 
train hurries back to be loaded again.

Opening of the Virginian Railway 
Royally Celebrated at Norfolk. 


The formal opening of the Virginian 
Railway was celebrated by a large gather- 
ing of people from various cities at Nor- 
folk, Va., on Friday and Saturday last, 
the central figure of the assemblage being 
Mr. H. H. Rogers of New York, who built 
the line. Mr. Rogers, accompanied by sev- 
eral New Yorkers, arrived on Friday by 
steamer, and was entertained during the 
afternoon and evening by a reception, a 
supper and a theater party. Next day 
the visitors inspected the Sewell’s Point 
terminals of the railroad, where the im- 
mense coal pier is situated, and saw the 
loading of the steamer Everett with a 
cargo of 7200 tons of coal for Boston and 
the coaling of the steamship M. C. Holm 
with 450 tons of fuel for her own use. 
The railroad terminals and other points 
of interest were inspected by the guests of 
honor and others participating in the cele- 
bration, and on Saturday night a great 
banquet was heid at the Hotel Monticello 
under the auspices of about 200 business 
men of Norfolk. 

The banquet, which was an elaborate 
and yet delightful affair, was lightened by 
much good-fellowship and speeches of a 
not too tiresome nature, as befitted such 
an occasion. Tables were arranged in 
horseshoe form, with other tables within 
the shoe. They were richly decorated with 
flowers, especially white and yellow, the 
distinctive colors of the Virginian Rail- 
way, and each guest was presented with a 
seal leather cardcase bearing his name in 
gold letters. Inside was a souvenir book- 
let, with a list of the guests, a likeness of 
Mr. Rogers and a map of the railway. Mr. 
William H. White presided at the ban- 
quet, and among those who responded to 
calls for toasts were Henry H. Rogers, 
Samuel L. Clemens (Mark Twain), Gov- 
ernor Claude A. Swanson, L. E. Johnson, 
president of the Norfolk & Western Rail- 
way; George W. Stevens, president of the 
Chesapeake & Ohio Railway; W. W. Fin- 
ley, president of the Southern Railway; 
Alfred P. Thom, general counsel of the 
same company; Raymond DuPuy, general 
manager of the Virginian Railway; Hon. 
James M. Beck, formerly attorney-general 
of the United States, and Melville E. 
Stone, general manager of the Associated 
Press. Capt. Wyndham R. Mayo of Nor- 
folk welcomed the guests on behalf of the 
city. An orchestra played during the ban- 
quet,

of H. H. Rogers, Jr., Charles Lancaster 
of Liverpool, James M. Beck, William

Following the entertainment at Norfolk 
Mr. Rogers and his companions began a 
tour of inspection of the Virginian Rail- 
way, starting from that city at noon on 
Sunday and proceeding during the after- 
noon as far as Victoria, Va., 120 miles. 
There they stopped over night, and on 
Monday proceeded to Roanoke, where they 
were again entertained, and from that 
city their journey was continued on 
through the mountains to the western ter- 
minal at Deepwater, W. Va., on the 
Kanawha River, 442 miles from Norfolk.

Belt Line at Jackson, Miss.
